Park Service Chief Wants 
Application in Proposed 
Reserve Withdrawn. | 


Stephen T. Mather, head of the 
Nationa! Park Service, has sent 
an appeal to Chief Electrical En- 
gineer Scattergood of the Los An- 
geles bureau of power and light 
that thie city withdraw its 
cation for hydroelectric develop- 

ent in the proposed Roosevelt- 

volta National Park. 

The Southern California Edison 
Company has advised Secretary. of 
the Interior Fall that its investi- 


"/ gation of the Kings River section 


in the park showed no power pos-~- 
sibilities and the San Joaquin 
Light and Power Company has 
withdrawn its application for use 
of Roaring River, so that the prot- 
ect may not be hindered. This 
leaves only the Los Angeles apri- 
cation for the use of the heart of 
the South Fork and the Middle 
Fork of the K River. Mr. 
Mather telegraphed: 

“"These two areas are the most 
vital pert of the park area from 
the standpoint of beauty, recrea- 
tional value and access to the high 
Sierra country. Our contention is 
that their recreational value far 
exceods the present needs of the 
State of California for hydroelec- 
tric development, which is fully 
taken care of from development of 
other seurces. We furthermore 
believe that the great recreational 
ure of this area will mean far 
more to los Angeles than a remote 
fwture use for hydroelectric devel- 
opment. Already Yosemite is 
overcrowded and this ig the only 
great area.left and is pecullarly 
well placed in its accessibility to 
&@ great city like Los Angeles. 

“Please consider this an appeal 
te you to get word at once to N. 
J. Sinnot, chairman of the Public 
Tands Committee, withdrawing un- 
qualifiedly the City of Los Angeles’ 
applications for this area and join 
with the Roosevelt Memorial As- 
sociation and the millions of ad- 
mirers of Col. Roosevelt in pre-

“As much is 
spent on each player of the present football team as was spent on an 
entire team some years ago. The 50-cent and $1 seats at football games 
ten years ago are how $1.50 and $3.” 

He also criticised ,xcessive training, frequent long trips and “a 
rapidly increasing tendency to recruit promising athletes by offering 
them materia] inducements.”
